Jacob Staup, 70 years of age, was 


acquitted at Uniontown Friday of the 
murder of Alphens Glover, which he 
was charged with committing nineteen 
years ago. 
Al the time of the murder 


Staup and Glover v^ere farmers and 
neighbors, and owned adjoining farms 
in Fayette county, eighteen miles east 
of Uniontowa, in a settlement known 
as Beaver Creek. The death of Glover 
was the outcome of a fued between the 
two families. 


Staup was convicted twice of mur- 


der in the first degree. 
After his sec- 


ond trial in 1873, and after he had been 
awarded a third trial by the Supreme 
Court, Staup got out of jail by the aid 
of those inside, and for eighteen years 
was a fugitive from justice. 


Last March he was again arrested, 


and was tried last week on the old in- 
dictment, without even a new bill of 
indictment being drawn. At this trial, 
the evidence was much, the same as at 
the former ones, excepting that many 
witnesses were dead or beyond the 
jurisdiction the courts of that county. 
The only new features were the dying 
confession of Henry Staup, son of the 
accused, who said on his death bed five 
years ago that he shot Glover, and the 
testimony of Staup himself, who, ac- 
cording to the law in 1872 and 1873 
was not allowed to testify. 


As the southbound freight train on

The Ne^ 
(Registf^y 
Law. 


Secretary 
of 
the 
Commonwealth 
Harrity has sent ofticial notification to 
the County Commissioners of the var* 
ions counties, that the governor had 
signed 
the 
new 
registiy 
law. 
This 
new law niakes import?ut charges in 
the manner of registeri. g voters and 
among its features are; 


The assessor is requiicd to visit in 
periion each and every dwelling house 
in his election district or division on 
the first Monday of MaV'and the first 
Monday of December of each year, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable. 
It is 
intended to prohibit the assessor from 
taking up the transcriptjor list of vot- 
ers of the previous assesainent. 


An entirely new registration is to be 
made. 
The names are to be entered 
on the lists in the order n'^med in which 
the dwelling houses are visited, and the 
qualified 
electors 
in 
each 
dwelling 
house are to be grouj^ed together and 
entered 
by streets^ alleys or 
courts. 
The assessor is not to assess any person 
until after careful inquiry of the voter 
himself, or of somfe known resident of 
the election district or division. 


In all cases the assessor is obliged to 
enter in his book, opposite the name of 
each voter, the name and residence ot 
the persons who shall furnish informa- 
tion as to the residence and qualifica- 
tions of each voter who 
is assessed. 
The blank books to be furnished the 
assessors by the county commissioners 
should be ruled for spaces for the name, 
residence and occupation of the voter, 
the date of the assessment, the name of 
employer, with whom boarding, and 
the address of known residents of elec- 
tion division who furnished informa- 
tion as to the qualifications of voters, 
etc., as required by the act of June 30, 


1874- 


Under the act o f April, 1874, any 
assessor who shall knowingly assess any 
person as a voter who is not qualified, 
or shall wilfully refuse to assess anyone 
who 
is qualified, is liable to punish- 
ment not exceeding two years, and a 
fine 
not exceeding 
^ 1,000. 
County 
Commissioners are required by law to 
furnish the assessors with the necessary 
books and blanks. 


T h e 
County 
Commissioners 
will 
have ^to recall the books sent out, as 
the State authorities hold that the reg- 
istration this year must be made under 
the new law. 


.One of the provisions of the new law 
cures a defect that has been very an- 
noying and that was that there was no 
mode of getting a voter registered be- 
tween 
the fall and 
spring 
eleclions. 
U n d e t this new law the registration in 
December 
will take in the names of 
voters qualified for the following elec* 
tion.

country, stating to each that he had 
named 
his baby boy after him, and 
mentioning 
that 
the writer was hard 
up. 
In almost every case he received 
a present 
in money or in some other 
form for the little one. 


This time he came 
to grief while 
playing a novel game on unsuspecting 
housewives. 
About half dozen women 
appeared against him, and in each case 
testified that Duval had swindled them 
out of. their husband's shoes or boots. 
He would go to the house and say that 
their hubby had sent him lor his Sun- 
day shoes, he having torn his in jump- 
ing off a car. 
In nearly every case he 
secured the shoes and then sold them 
at a second-hand store. 
Duval neith- 
er denied nor admitted his guilt. 
The 
police say Duval got over fifty pairs, 
but many of the victims are ashamed 
to prosecute him.

The new tax bill raises the tax on 
the capital stock of corporations, 
ex- 
cept those engaged in manufacturing, 
from three to five mills, which 
it 
is 
claimed will almost double the tax now 
imposed, because now the par value of 
the stock IS taxed, while this act taxes 
the market value. The annual revenue 
realized from this tax is nearly 
000,- 
000. 
A mill is also added to the tax 
on personal property now subjeca to 
toxation, making it four mills. 
An- 
other clause imposes a three-mill tax 
on the actual value of the capital stock 
of the fire and marine insurance com- 
panies, and another increases the tax 
on bank stock .meterially, assuring 
at 
least i!ioo,ooo annually in addition to 
the amount received from this source 
at present. 
Of the personal property 
tax, 
realizing 
^2,000,000 
annually, 
three-fourths, instead of one-third 
as 
now, with a reduced rale, will be given 
to the counties for local purposes, thus 
relieving real estate to some extent of 
the burden of local taxation. 


T h e unveiling and presentation of 
the monument, in memory of ex-Gov- 
ernor and General John F. Hartrantt,

Guard of Pennsylvania, took place at 
Norristown, Pa., Saturday. 
Governor

Jacob Staup, 70 years of age, was 
acquitted at Uniontown Friday of the 
murder of Alphens Glover, which he 
was charged with committing nineteen 
years ago. 
At the time of the murder 
Slaup and Glover were farmers 
and 
neighbors, and owned adjoining farms 
in Fayette county, eighteen miles east 
of Uniontown, in a settlement known 
as Beaver Creek. 
The death of Glover 
was the outcome of a fued between the 
two families. 


Staup was convicted twice of mur- 
der in the first degree. 
After his sec - 
ond trial in 1873, and after he had been 
awarded a third trial by the Supreme 
Court, Staup got out of jail by the aid 
of those inside, and for eighteen years 
was a fugitive from justice. 


Last March he was iigain arrested, 
and was tried last week on the old in- 
dictment, without even a new bill of 
indictment being drawn. 
A t this trial 
the evidence was much the same as at 
the former ones, excepting that many 
witnesses were 
dead 
or 
beyond 
the 
jurisdiction the courts of that county. 
The only new features were the dying 
confession of Henry Staup, son of the 
accused, who said on his death bed five 
years ago that he shot Glover, and the 
testimony ol Staup himself, who, ac- 
cording to the law in 1872 and 
1S73 
was not allowed to testify. 


As the southbound freight train on 
the Louisville Division of the Pennsyl- 
vania line was leaving Indianapolis, it 
was boarded at the Belt crossing by 
twenty-three tramps, who, when order- 
ed off, overpowered the trainmen and 
ran the train to suit tl^emselves. 
T h e 
officers were notified of the situation 
and together with a nunxber of assis- 
tants were at the depot when the train 
arrived. 
The tramps had congregated 
in a boxcar, and when the officers at- 
tempted to raid it, they were met with 
a volley of shots, which they immedi- 
ately returned.

so powerful that they were completely 
at his mercy and lived in constant fear 
of him. According to Mis,Routzahn,he 
was a modern bluebeard. 
H e told her, 
she says that she was his twelfth victim 
and unless she did as he directed 
she 
would share the fate ol the other eleven.

The apprehensions of

of instantly killing" the pigeon. The 
case was taken to the Supreme Court of 
the State, which, observes the Mail and 
Express, happily took the broader view 
that birds are "placed here by the Al- 
mighty for the use of man," and that it 
was an unavoidable incident, to which 
this statute did not apply. 


Says the Washington Star: 
"The 


phenomenal growth of the American city 
population is a subject for both wonder 
and alarm. Its percentage cannot grow 
without & corresponding decrease in the 
percentage of rural population.

this fact is fraught with economical and 
social dangers. 
Consider what these 


must be in a very few decades when we 
know that the urban increase has been 
during the last ten decades from three 
per cent, of the whole population to 
slightly less than thirty per cent, in 
1SSO. 
And this is so far as city popula- 


tion proper is concerned, or the popula- 
tion of towns having a population of 
eight thousand or more. The rural popu- 
lation in its strictest limitation—that is 
on the farms and in the country stores 
and workshops or in hamlets of less than 
two hundred souls—would show that the 
disproportion between the town and 
country a century ago and now is very 
much greater than appears from the cen- 
sus enumeration. Is the American rustic 
disappearing? 
Are brawn and muscle 


only to be acqurred in the pursuit of the 
manly art or in the enthusiasm of the 
national game? Are farmers' movements 
of the future to be rendered impossible 
by the disappearance of the farmer? 
The congestion of population in our 
great cities, and the prevading misgov- 
ernment of these cities combine to raise 
one of the most serious problems that 
now confront American statesmen." 


A HEAD OF DEATH! 


BY SIDNEY HTSITA. 


This is a story that Dr. Clarke Forster 


told us after dinner: I had had a busv 
morning—some twenty patients, oae on 
the heels of another—acd now that the 
ast, had departed, and noon was long 
sast, I began to think hungrily of my 
uncheon.

POTTING MEATS. 


Tho potting of meats and fish is an art 
in which English housewives eminently 
cxcel. 
Devilled ham and tongue put up 
iu this way are peculiarly dehcious. Lit- 
tle earthen or 
stoneware 
jars 
with 
straight sides are best adapted to thi» 
purpose, M tho potted meat may be 
slipi>od out in perfect cylindrical form 
form from such a jar and cut up in slices- 
for luucheon or supper. 
Potted 
meat 
must bo pounded to a paste in all cases, 
nnd packed very firmly in tho jar with as- 
llittle gravy or butter as it is possible to 
use and manipulate it. 
•'The more the- 
meat is pounded," says an English 
authority on this subject, *nhc better it^ 
•will bo." 
In order to prepare a ham ia 
'this way boil it till it is thoroughly done. 
[Separate tho fat from tho lean. 
Chop 
the lean line, putting in about a quarter 
of a pound of fat with every pound of 
chopped meat. 
Pound the meat and fat 
to a paste in a mortar, season it with a 
quarter of a saltspoonful of cayenne pep- 
per to every pound of paste and mix it 
thoroughly for a plain potted ham. 
If 
you wish the ham devilled prepare a sea- 
soning powder in the proportions of a 
leaspoonful of dry mustard, half a tea- 
spoonful composed of equal parts of mace 
and cloves, half a saltspoonful of nut- 
meg, half a saltspoonful of cayenne, the^ 
same amount of white pepper.—New York 
Tribune. 


CAICK HAUIKG. 


•*Cake makers are born, not educa- 
cated," was one of grandmother's pet 
saymgs. 


And there seems to bo some truth in 
it, judging from the small number of 
first-class cake makers we find amoug in- 
telligent women. 


To bake cake successfully something 
more than a mere rule is required. Rule? 
mean that all ingredients shall be in the 
same condition and of uniform quality^ 
else th€re is no absolute certainty of uni- 
form results. 
This is practically impos- 
sible, 
Flour and sugar will be more or 
less damp, and fruit varies in a thousand 
ways. 
**Egg8 are eggs," it is said, but 
there is such a difference in their size 
that one might dispute, at least, one 
sense of the statement. 
The successful 
cake baker m^st have an instinct for con- 
ditions, must know by tho feel of th& 
batter when it is just right. 
Until this- 
branch of education is fully mastered^ 
and only practice and close observatiom 
will assure it. the best rules must be fol- 
lowed, and the varying qualities 
and 
conditions of the ingredients must bo 
carefully studied. 


To secure success only the best mate- 
riabi must be ysed. 
Better go without 
cakft than make it with strong or rank 
flavored butter, or eggs which are imfit 
for table use. 
Either will detract from 
the flavor of the cake, and although heat 
is a great purifier, it does not always re- 
move the objectionable taste of inferior 
materials. 
This is a point on which in- 
experienced cooks go wxong. 
So-called 
cooking butter is unfit for a faatidioua- 
toste. 


If the yolks of tho eggs are used, they 
should be beaten to a cream with the 
butter and the sugar. 
The whites of the 
eggs, the flour and the milk may be put 
in at the same time, and the wiiole must 
then be thoroughly mixed. 
Add baking 
powder just before the batter is ready 
for the tins, and beat vigorously for half 
a minute; then put in tins lined with, 
buttered paper, and bake in a moderate- 
ly quick: oven.—Neto York Ledger.

The greatest leading defects in tae 


present mcde of making and '-repairing' 
zhe country roads, is the misapplication 
•of labor. 
Sods and muck are often 


heaped from each side of the track, form- 
ing a broid ridge or "turnpike," on 
-which vehicles are expected to travel. 
"When loa» rains occur this ridge is con- 
vened iuto a bed of mud, and the higher 
the rid i;e has b«en made the more copious 
the mud, and the deeper the ruts are cut 
l>v the passing wheels. The roaijs are 
thus made worse by the work expended 
•on thuri. 


We o:Ier the following suggestions for 


improvement, intended to eilect iai- 
ponaBt results, without resorting to the 
ore?-: taxes from which most of the tax- 
payers will shrink, and which m-»y be 
•elTeeied with a comparatively modust 
-outlay: 


(1.) Monthly removal of all loose stones 


in the road. 


(2.) Bi-monthly removal of all fir 3d 


.stones. 


(3.) Making the roadway only of the 


Tir.rdest materials a: hand. 


(-i.j plicing a tile-drain lengthwise 


-with and in the centre of the ro.id. 


(5.) Requiring all uev.- roads, and all 


repairs in old ones, raked or harrowed 
perfectly smooth. 
» 


A few comments on these measures. The 


loose stones (greatly varying), if remove-'!1 


live times a year, will be kept clear from 
she track as an average cost of a dollar 
for ten rods, more in some localities and 
less in others. The axed stones may re- 
-quire t\vice as much; but in any c.ise the 
expense will save mauy times the amount 
an battered and fractured wagons, chafed 
Ihorses and fatigued riders. 
For secur- 


ing a baru and smooth track, remove or 
-scrape the soft, rich top-soil uud tun to 
the.adiacent fields, where it will make 
-excellent potato land, and use the com- 
pact, subsoil. This will not cost; over a 
•dollar or two a rod, and will make a per- 
jmaneat hard track. 
A tile-drain would 


not cost a dollar a rod and would carry 
off much- of the water whi^li makes 
muddy roads if properly placed in the 
track. This drain may be three fee! 
<leep and rilled a foot with coarse grave 
•or broken stone on the tile, then, iinei 
ifrarel. and either tine gravel or porous 
-tarih to the surface. 


The entire work of removing the 


-stones monthly, securing hard, earth, and 
laying tile drains, need not cost over 
three~doiiars a rod, or a thousand dollars 
41 mile. And under a faithful and skill- 
ful charge, nearly all could be performed 
with the present expenditure. 
There is 


no doubt that the benefits to all who use 
-the roads would exceed iu various ways 
-all the cost. 


The sreat deficiency at the present 


iime is the common wane of knowledge 
.and appreciation of good roads and how 
to obtain them. Land owners drive over 
the countrv. giving little attention to the 
great difference between the two kinds 
iind to the means which could be em- 
ployed for obtaining the very best. Even 
an those exceptional instances where the 
natural soil is a porous gravel, which 
•could therefore be made easily into a per- 
fect carriage track, the surface is often 
left rough, or stony, or cut into rats, or 
spoiled with sods and muck thought- 
lessly thrown upon it. 
Every town 


should have an object lesson, visible to 
3.11, where a 3ae specimen could always 
be seen, representing a perfect road and 
the way in which it could be secured. 
Such a lesson, it is to be hoped, would 
•educate the rising portion of the com- 
munitv into jusc ideas on the subject

The roads are 
thus made worse by the work expended 
•on them. 


Wc oiler the following suggestions for 
improvement, 
intended 
to 
eilect 
im- 
portant results, -without resorting to the 
o-rcat taxes from which most of the tax- 
payers will shrink, and which may bo 
-eliected with a comparatively 
modest 
•outlay: 


(1.) I^Iouthly removal of all loose stones 


in the road. 


(2.) Bi-monthly removal of all 
fixjd 


atones. 


(3.) Making the roadway only of the 
hardest materials at hand. 


(4.j Placing a tilc-drain 
lengthwise 
-with and in the centre of the road. 


(0.) Requiring all new roads, and all 
repairs in old ones, raked or harrowed 
perfectly smooth. 
» 


A few comments on these measures. The 
loose fetoncs (greatly varying), if removed 
live limes a year, will be kept clear from 
the track at an average cost of a dollar 
for ten rods, more in some localities and 
.less in others. 
The fixed stones may re- 
-quire twice as much; but in any case the 
<2xpense will save many times the amount 
4n battered and fractured wagons, chafed 
Ihorses and fatigued riders. 
For secur- 
ing a hard and smooth track, remove or 
iicrapc the soft, rich top-soil and turf to 
the.adjacent iields, where it will 
make 
.excellent potato laud, and use the com- 
pact subsoil. 
This will not cost over o 
•dollar or two a rod, and will make a per- 
manent hard track.

three dollars a rod, or a thousand dollars

THE **roTXT OF confidente.'^ 


Most persons who undertake beekeep- 
ing enter upon tho work with somo mis- 
giving. 
AVhilo they do not exactly fear 
tho bees, yet there is at first an involun- 
tary hanging back, a reluctanco to handle 
bees mor^ than is absolutely necessarv. 
Beginners should wear not only a veil, 
but also gloves; many novices who soo 
old beekeepers handle with bare liands 
try to imitate them—like to appear pro- 
fessional—to go among the bees with a 
reckless air. 
Somo of the most success- 
ful beekeepers have said that boforo tho 
first year had passed thoy had almost de- 
cided that thero was sometliing about 
them that antagonized tho bees, and that 
thoy could do nothing with thorn. 
An 
acquaintance declared, in tho fall of tho 
first year, 
'^Pvo, had enoucfh of bees. 
They will not accept mo. It is useless to 
tell me that boos do not sting. 
They 
don't do anything else Mdth me." 
But 
ho decidcd to struggle through another 
year, for, in spite of many stings, he had 
a good crop of honey. 
Before tho sec- 
ond year dosed he remarked that bee3 
were as harmless as 
fiios. 
What bad 
brought about this change? 
Ho had 
reached thb »'confidence point," and tho 
bees knew it, 
and 
recognized him asj 
master. lie had become so familiar with 
the work, so much interested in it» that 
ho forgot self, forgot to jump, to jerk 
his hand away when a bee started to ex- 
plore the back of his hand. 
Therefore, 
let every beginner faint not, but keep up 
courage and keep at tho bees. 
AVithout 
knowing when the change takes place, 
he may reach tho stage of perfect confi- 
dence, and will make light of tho stings

SnEAItlIíG SHEEP. 


\Yhile sheep shearing should bo douo 
as soon as warm, settled weather comes 
on, thero is no advantage in doing it be- 
fore thi3, and generally it will bo best to 
shelter, for a few days after shearing, 
at night and on stormy days. 


Upon the way the v^ork is done will 
depend the price that can bo obtained 
forXho wool, and a diilerence of a few 
cents ])er pound will often make a con- 
siderable difference in the per cent, of 
profit, 


Cloanlinoss is an important item. 
AW 
tags and dirt should be removed first. 
Select a clean place for shearing, so that 
the fleeces can be kept clean. 
If auy of 
the fleeces have burs of auy kind in them 
they should be kept separate, as oven a- 
few burry pieces in a lot of wool will 
lower the price of the whole lot, nnd it 
is poor economy to make the best sell 
the poorest, as this is equivalent to sell- 
ing the best at the price for tho lowest. 


In shearing it is always an item to 
keep tho ¿eeces well together. 
A littlo 
care in shearing and handling will make 
a considerable dillerence in this respect. 
Have the shears sharp iu order to cut 
clean and smooth. 
After the fieece is 
taken olí spread it out evenly, with tho 
skin side down, then fold froii each side 
to the centro until in a long roll; then 
commencc at the head and roll tight, and 
then tie with wool twine. This puts the 
fieece in good condition to be readily 
opened and examined, and the bettor 
price for wool put up in a good shapo 
will more than pay for the work requireil. 
With wool, 
as with 
nearly all farm 
products, tho best quality brings the best 
prices, and to a considerable extent tho 
quality is determined by the 
condition. 


While, if carefully tied up, there is 
little wasto in wool, yet there is a con- 
siderable loss of weight by evaporation 
and drying out of the oil. 
Hence, as a 
rule, it is best to sell as soon as possible 
after shearing, unless the prospects are 
unusually good for a considerable lise iu 
prices very soon.—St, Louis 
liapuhlic.

New Fish Law, 


The following is the new fish law 
as sighed by Gov. Pattisor: "No per- 
son shall catch or kill, in any of the 
rivers, waters or streams of this Com- 
monwealth any black bass or wall- 
eyed pike under five inches in length, 
under a penalty of ten dollars for ev- 
ery fish so caught. 
But should any 
such fish be taken of less size than 
the above, or should any wall-eyed 
pike or rock bass of any size be taken 
from tho waters in which they have 
been 
introduced within two years 
from the passage oi this act, it shall 
bo the duty of anyone taking or cap- 
turing tho same to return tbe fish : 
immediately to the water from whence 
taken, and no person shall by any 
means or device whatsoever catch or 
kill in any of the waters of this State 
any pike or pickerel between tbe first 
day of February and the first day of 
Juno in any year. 
Any violation of 1 
this section shall subject tbe offender 
to a penalty of ten dollars fur each 
and every fish so caught."

The 72ind Wins Their 
Suit, 


The happiest men, as a class, in 
Philadelphia Friday, says the Press, 
were tho survivors of the Seventy- 
eecond Regiment, Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers, known during the war of 
28G1 to 1865 as Baxter's Philadelphia 
Fire Zouaves. 
The cause of their 
jubilant feelings was the receipt of a 
telegram that the Supreme Court had 
decided in their favor in the litigation 
with the Gettysburg Battlefield As- 
sociation. 


The suit has been pending for sev- 
eral years, and was begun by the as- 
sociation with a view of preventing 
tho Zouaves from placing their mon- 
ument upon the ground where they 
fought in July, 1803, but to compel 
them to place it upon the brigade 
Une of battle instead. 
The case had 
been decided in their favor in the 
lower courts, but the association ap- 
pealed to the higher court. 


The cost to the Zouaves of this 
suit has been about §4,000. 
The 
lawyers for tho veterans were W. W. 
Ker, W, W, WCltbank and J. C. Neely 
who proved by conclusive evidence 
that the regiment fought where tho 
survivors wished to place their me- 
morial. 
The 
spot is called the 
•«Bloody Angle," which was the high 
water mark of tho Rebel line," occu- 
pied 
by the Philadelphia Brigade 
commanded by General Webb, and 
which was the focal point to which 
Picket's Confederate Division was di- 
rected in the great charge of July 3. 
All the Confederates in making the 
attack were killed, wounded or cap- 
tured. 


The Fire Zouaves had arranged to 
dedicate the monnment the Fourth 
of July next and with that object in 
view bad arranged for an excursion 
to Gettysburg at that time. 
The 
news received Friday had the effect 
of deciding other veterans to join tbe 
Seventy-second, and the excurBionists 
will now include tbe Seventy-second 
and Seventy-third Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers,the One Hundred and Eighty- 
eighth, or Third Heavy Artillery Sur- 
vivors, the Active Volunteer Freman's 
Association and the South Pennsyl- 
vania Huse Company Survivors. 
As 
a suitable method of giving vent to 
their feelings over their victory a sham 
battle will be fought at the "Bloody 
Angle" on July 4th. 
As another and 
more permanent weans of exultation, 
it was decided to add an additional 
layer of granite to thesub-baso of tho 
monument, which will make it two 
feet higher than was originally in- 
tended.

The North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company's managers have concluded to 
stick to the single screw for all their new 
steamships, believing that a single pro- 
peller whirled by a mighty triple expan- 
sion engine is more ellective than twin 
screws operated by two engines whose 
combined power does not exceed that of 
the single-screw ship.

iron, mild steel or other metals of fairly 
large sections. 
The inventor of this ap- 
pliance claims that it is a cold iron saw at 
once simple, powerful and eflective. 
It 
is always in readiness for work, and can 
be manipulated by inexperienced work- 
men. 
The machine 
is 
stated 
to 
be 
capable of making 400 cuts through bars 
of Bessemer steel four inches in diameter, 
each cutting occupying six minutes on 
an average, without changing the saw.

It has been noticed by Henry Heath, 
who sends hats all over the world from 
Calcutta to Peru, that dilferent nationali- 
ties possess heads of distinctive sizes and 
shapes. 
For instance, 
Germans have 
very round heads, a peculiarity shared 
by our own royal family.

English head is what hatters call a good 
shape—that is, rather long. The Scotch, 
one is not surprised to learn, are very 
long-headed. Canadians are distinguished 
by 
exceptionally large 
heads, 
South 
Americans by very small ones, 
Austral- 
ians, again, have rather 
small 
headi. 
The subject is an interesting one 
and 
worth pursuing further if space allowed. 
The heads of individuals also vary a good 
deal from time to time, shrinking during 
illness or mental worry, and 
generally 
becoming smaller with advancing years. 
As to shape, there is tuch 
a thing 
as 
fashion, but it only alfects mashers; men 
stick to much the same shape year after 
year.—Fall JIuU Gazette,

Our clothing, furniture,

tho luxuries we can 
command, are all 
largoly due—at least their best utility 
and excelleuco are—to the genius of tho 
inventor. 


Tho first success of the inventor, no 
matter how insignificant it mar be. is 
usually the tint step in a new life of the 
most absorbing interest to himself, and 
of satisfaction also; but it is liicewiA« tho 
first htep in the treadmill of unceasing 
effort 
and thought—a 
treadmill that 
never stops for him while life remains. 
Go where ho will, he cannot escape its 
operation. 
Every piece of machinery 
he t-ees suggeit« something to his busy 
brain, and in fact, everything that he 
observeM suggests an improving devico 
to him. 
But it in rarely or never plain 
sailing with hiiu in anything he under- 
taken. 
One of the things that troubles 
him a great deal is tho improvements 
he is all the time making of his own 
work; and often, when lie has secured a 
patent on some machine, his mind ha« 
BO far advanced in improved deviooH for 
it that what he has secured is ¡practically 
valueless 
to him. 
One of the 
main 
things for an inventor to learn in the in- 
vention of machinery is to have in every 
machine an few parts aa possible, 
to 
make them direct acting, and have the

operated.

It will heat our houses, do our cooking, 
furnish us with light, and convey power 
anywhere that we may desire it to and 
in any proportion we may call for. This 
covers a wide range of application, but 
it by no means exhausts the uses and 
(lurpOBoit to which electricity can be ap- 
¡»lied, and this field, it will be seen,us 
therefoie a most promising one to the 
young inventor.
